We are BurpriBcd that no one of the 
popular members has introduced a reso- 
lution asking what steps hafo been tnken 
by the Coloeial Government towards se- 
coriog for British Colnmbid a revised and 
reduced postoge-tariff. As we pointed 
OOt a week or two ago, this Colony pays 
a higher proportionate rate than any 
other Colony for the transmission of its 
letters without any valid reason or ex- 
cara being furnished for the charge. It 
wonld he iuteresting to know why a 
tbree*cent stamp affixed to a letter 
mailed at Alaska should pay for its traas- 
misslon to the most distant part« of the 
United States; six cents to any part of 
Oaoada, or twelve cents to Great Britain, 
while a letter mailed at Yiotoria for any 
portioa of the United States — even 
across the Straits, a distance of twcniy- 
two miles — requires fifteen cents in stumps 
to iu«ure its traosmission ? and why an 
English Bhiliing is required to fiend a let- 
tor to Great Briiain? Ten cents on each 
letter, we are informed, goes to the United 
Btatea governmont, but by what ri^jht tlio 
charge is made — particularly wlien the 
mails are usually ti-ausmitted by our ovm 
subsidized steamer — has never been sails'- 
factorily explained. We are aware that 
this important question has been pressed 
frequently upon tlie notice of the Imperial 
Government; but the answer roinrnod 
has invariably been unfavorable — anotiier 
evidence of the paternul caro with whii;h 
Downing street looks after the interests 
of British Columbia, liut why relax our 
eflforls — why eit quietly down and stu- 
pidly submit to the extortion without a 
mnrmnr? The British Ministry of to-day 
ii not the same that retnrned the last 
anfavorable answer to our complaints; 
and how does any one know that a proper 
representation of the fact that year after 
; year we have heen pecaniarily bled In a 
ratio five times greater than the people 
of any other British Catony, may not 
prove •accessful with Earl Granville ? 
Individoally the tax is mere bagatelle, 
bat there is a prinoiple involved that 
ought not to be lost sight of. We con^ 
•clade as we began by expressing surprise 
" that some hon. member has not broaght 
J., the matter to the notice of the Colonial 
Government daring this session. 

The inaugural address of the new 
President of the United States came over 
the wires yesterday. For brevity and 
perspicui'y it exceli all its predecessors, 
which have generally been of unconac'on- 
able length and dalloess. General Grant 
appears to possess to an eminent degree 
the faculty of compressing his ideas into 
a small compass and expressing a great 
deal with very few words. From the 
tenor ol the address we gather that the 
''first eflfort of General Grant's administra- 
: tion will be directed towards conciliating 
.,the inharmonious sections of bis own 
-■Countrymen before taking a wider range. 
= The address promises protection to Amo- 
' Tican citizens, whether native or adopted, 
in whatsoever land they may chance to 
sojourn. This is in allu-'ion to the im- 
"pri-onnaent of several " citizens of the 
"Trish Republic," who attempted to pl/int 
fe'nianism in their native foil, but found 
the climate uncongenial to its growlli. 
The question of the Alabama Claims is 
dealt with in a few lines. No threat of 
war is indnlged in, but the new Presi- 
dent says that if foreign governments in 
their rKlations with the United States 
continue to establish prscedents by in- 
fractious of ttie Interimlionul Law, thei' 
cannot feel ng<;rieved if those precedents 
are followed by the United States. Tno 
docDineut is pacific ia its tone and should 
th^'G-jsnefal mean all that he says, four 
years of peace and prosperity are guaran- 
teed the citizens of the American Repub- 
lic.

they meet my approval or not, 1 shall, on 
nil BubjeolB, bave a policy to recommeod ; 
but none to enforce agaiosi tbo will of tbe 
people. Tbe laws are to govern all alike, 
tlioae opposed to them as well bb thoie who 
fuvor them. 

I Itrow no mntbod to secure tbe repeal of bad 
or obnoxious luwe eo efleoiivo as their 8trin» 
gent e.iecutioD. A great debt has been con- 
tracted io securint; lor us nod our posterity 
tbe Ubioo. Tbe payment of this prinoipal 
and interest as well aa tbe reiuro ti a specie 
baxis as aoon as it can bo aocomplisbed with- 
out mateiidi detriment to ibe debtor cl. si or 
the country at large, must be provided for. 

To proicot the national honor, every dollar 
of the Government indebtedness should be 
paid in gold, unless otherwise ospresHud or 
stipulated in the contracts. Let it be under- 
stood that DO ropudiator ol a lartbing of our 
publio debt will be trusted in a public place, 
and it will go far tDwards Blreog'beaiog a 
credit which ought to be tbe be!>t in the 
world, and will ultimately enable na to re- 
plice the debt with bonds bearing lepa in- 
terest than we now pay. To this shoul J bu 
added a faithful collection of the revenue, a 
strict accountability to the Tieasury for 
every dollar collected, and tbe greatest prao- 
ticabic reireocbOieDt in ezpeoditares io 
every depaitmoot ol Ibe Govercmeol, while 
tbe quea'ion of specie paj'ment is io abeyance. 
The prudent business man ia careful about 
contracting debts payable in the dieiant 
tuiure; tbe na ion ehuuld follow ihe same 
rule ; prostrate commerce is to be rebuilt, 
and all indurtriaa oocouraged. The young 
men of tbe oouolry; who, from their age, 
mast be its ruleis twenty-fiTo yoara bjnce, 
buve a particular interest in muiniaining the 
national booor, A moment's refleolioo as 
t) what will give commanding influcnoo 
amoot; the nations of tbe earth in thtir day, 
if they are only true to thems-'lvee, ibould 
inspire them with national piide. All 
diviuions, gcographioal, politoal and re- 
ligious, concur in ibis common sentiment. 
How the public debt is to be puiJ, or ppocia 
payment nsumed, is not so important as 
that a plan ehOuM be adopted and acq'lieflcod 
in ; a united determination to do it is worth 
more than divided counsel up^m the method 
of doing. Legists ion upon this snbj>>at may 
not be necessary now. or even advisable, but 
it wil be wben the civil law is more fully 
res'ored in all parta of the country and trade 
roHUinea its wonted cbarinel. 

In recard to lorpign policy, I woold deal as 
equitably ae the liw requires individuals to 
deal with each oihor, and 1 would protect 
every law-abiding citizen whether of native 
or of Ion i/n biito, wherever bis rights are 
jeopardized or tbe flag ol oar coantry flnats. 
I would respect ti.e rights of all oationp, 
demanding equal respecr. for our owe. ]f 
others depart Irom this rula i:i their dealini;H 
with us we may be compelled to fo low 
their precedents. The propor treatment of the 
original oc-upanh of thf? land, the lodians. are 
deserving of pure and equal ■ tudy.I will luvor any 
conrso towanls them which tends lo their civili- 
zition, Ohristianiiy and ultimiit-i citizens dp 
The question ol auQrage in one which is likely to 
uj;ilaie the pablie so long as a portion of the 
ci^lz^n3 ol the nation are excluded from its 
priviletjos. In any State it peenis lo mo very 
detiirable tbut this (|uo-tion stionld be aolllBd 
now. I entertain the h'lpa und oiuross the 
diBire it may be by th-; raiitiiMtioa of the 
filia>-Dth article of the ameodmeot of tbe 
ConatUutioo, In coQcluRioo. I ask patience 
and lorebearoDue of one towards another 
tbiougbout the land and a detormin d cHort 
on the part of every citizen to do hif pharo 
towiirda a happy Union ; and I ask tbe 
prayers of tbe nntim tn Almighty Qod ia be- 
half of this coDBumm itioo.

Iloa. Davie moved that the Indian 

Li'iujr Law. being both inop.orativo and 
niisctiieToufi, shonl I be lonliwilb repealed. 
He did uol i'npugo the «iidom or lliu be- 
nignity of tbe originalota of the Indian 
Liquor Law. It was introduced with Ihe 
beat mbtivrs as an experima.it, and u.s such 
ii baa signally faded. The Indians can and 
do obtain as much liquor as they choose. 
The luw ia ouly operaiivo in replani.shinj; 
iha ohoin gang, wlu-re the wliisltuy sell >r 
bacoints a companion in cliuins wiih t'lo 
incundiary, the trilou and the o.ss^iaii'i. The 
law is Bii-ohievDUS in two way-'. First, it 
begela a do«ire to obiaia^ tbe forbidden 
article, itiloo waters are await." h> 
New BruniJwick, where befure Confederation 
thero was no such Indian liquor liw, a 
rc.-ipectabb autuoriiy informed bim mere 
was no druukenoecg nmong iho Indiaup. 
In relaii io lo tbe Ovens dig(>ingB in Austra- 
lia ID 1858 a law Wua pasaod lo lurMJ (lie 
USQ of olcobulio iijuur by while men.

•would be juilijioua to ropoal the law. It 
waa true thoy ui ght urge tbat on mora! 
ground) tho law should be kept oa the Stat- 
utB Book, but that was mere santimeotili y, 
as the law wbb quite inoperative. Tho In- 
dian is looked upon as an inferior kind of 
humanity, but the pmcical ris ilt was quite 
thorevoia); t'lu liqu'ir sold 10 tlieiii wns 
liquid pi iiiin ; where oaniphene and wbi'kuy 
wero mixed t'l-tther tboy Ireqaently caused 
dout^.

The M >orioe 
were quite difiTarent, and of a much higher 
order of the humtn apecioa ; thoy had furms 
and flocks and herds liku an Eugliahman,

civilization. In all cases suoh aa ours anJ 
elscwhore, where the lodim and wbilo man 
came in contact, a foaling of hostility sprang

LIoo. Ball— As a mag sirate appciolod to 
tbe Mainland, they would expect bim to state 
his opinion, and be could assure them tho 
liw there wa snoiiher iiioperut ve or tuiHcbie- 
voua ; if it waa ropculod, scenaa of debau 
chnry, potfoct'y disgracolul, would ba the re- 
sult, and thu priso's would soon be fi lad 
with Indiana wbo would comnait crimes if 
ivhiskey was obtainable ad Ubilum. The 
whul f trade of Ibo Western coaat would be 
carried on by wh'skey sellisrp, who would ex- 
change that liquor for luis, etc. Tbe law 
haa answered very well; of courao ho merely 
apoke from hia own expcrieoco during 7 or 8 
years on tho mainland. He would be sorry 
10 trust h a person traveling up coiiulry il 
the Indiana were allowed to Abtain all the 
whiskey thoy desired. Aa to Iho qua'ity of 
the whiskey for Ihe Hiwash, it could only ba 
of one charact3r, ho required it suiriciontly 
siron^;, Ibat the quantity obtainable for ball 
a dul ar would bowl him oveir ; ho would be 
very sorry to s(u Ihe law repealed, 

Hon. I'ombeitiu thought il would bo going 
too fur lo repeal the Law, but some ol ora- 
lion might be made witb abaoluti advantage. 
A proposition had boon made some linrio ago 
to open a plaei', under proper roelricuons, on 
tbo Indian rea-srve, wbero noihing but wbulo- 
ajino liquor would bo sold ; it would possibly 
aii-twcr very well, ui all evuets it mijbt bo 
tried. 

Hon. Trulohwas clearly oguinat tho reso- 
lution ; Ibc arguments advanced in ita favor 

vero l)i,a.'d on fuUo premises al oyethar. 

I'ba Anglo- Saxon race throughout the colou- 
i B had lukeri it as an axiom thai the alio ol 
liquora sbould not bo allowed to Indians, 
lieucH t:io legalized sula had never been el 
lowod. VVo tiad ostaliliebed by precedent 
that ihe aalo of liquor to Indiana was a 
inorul crime and if nllowod il would be lo 
allow that which wo know lo be morally 
wrong, If the sale was legalized wc should 
soju be witiiets's to tar worse scunes thnn 
ihose board of at tbe preaoit time ; tbo In- 
dian iil^ays drinks to exoera ; and if bo geta 
all III! wants he is sire to gi t drunk ; tbo use 
IS unknown to him, tho abua ■, his natural 
habit. DrunkouiifSK in the wbiio inaii wa? 
quite ns bad an in tho Indian, bul white 
people cannot bu olaasifiud, wheioas the lii- 
ilian cau ; if ibo consumption of liquor i< 
u.\uo93ivu lyitb Ibe latter at prisant, it wuuld 
ba ten times more so if the law waa repeal- 
ed, and would soon lead to tbe extermioatiou 
of the nice ; hu believed tbo law to bo right 
in piinciple and would never vote fur its ro- 
peul i he hon mover of ihe res jiulioa had 
traveled out of the record in bis romarks 
toacbiDg our aolioa ia other oolooiot, and 



Lad cast a marked eliir on out policy in 
iddia respeoling ihe mode in which tbe 
AneloSaxon race bad aoied towards the 
natives there. The theory of the American 
Indian Government was in his opinion the 
moat binevolent in the world ; but, as he had 
previously stated, tho praoiioe was a inisluko. 
Oar action towards ihe Indian in this Colony 
.had, bo believed, been most credit ible, and 
tho Inditna had bencfilled very miiob in 
their contact with ua. Tho Indian Liquor 
Law ha believed to be a step in ibe right 
diieotioo, and if any alieratioD was made, it 
ahoald be in Iha way of additional atrin- 
genoy. 

Hoo. Htlmckon had for yonrs advccstnl 
the repeal of the Indian Liqnor Liuv, as ho 
believed it was the cause of crime and al'.er- 
wards of tho consequent puniehraont, for we, 
by this law, abgolutely created tbo oOeoee.

From the ree- 
triutiona on the si'ln at prca^nt cxiating, the 
Indians usoally obtained liquor in large 
qiiantitiB(i,'ind he gels drunk in consequence 
Ho one pretends to deny that the Indian litpior 
law waa a dead la<tar in the Statute Book — 
it only answered tbe purpose ol an advertise- 
ment lo Ihe world that wo were a very morul 
people; tbo irndn might bo carried on clan- 
destinely, but ii woa carried on noverihLh a '. 
The law created a syatem of espijojgo, anil 
a set of people known aa informera; ho hud 
bcuo iurorined by tho wh'sioy sell'jra that 
ibey could soil uil they wished tu, and if 
they did not B'lll i', tbe Indians wuuld get it 
frora tho oiher side. The Indian waa always 
prcpuri'il to !,'ive any price lor gro;; ; und the 
realr cii iiia on iho sale i nly muile il bettor 
for the voiidur«, who obtuined a high price 
lor bad lirinor. He ihouiibi tlint il the In- 
dians were allowed lo buy liquor when ibey 
p eased, that wo should never hear ol tbo 
outtngos tliui Irom lo limo occur Tto 
while man was ju<i line tho Indiai in bis 
t.'ndoney to get on a npreo whini he bad 
been deprived of liquor for a lime, ami lliun 
obtained il in large quanliiics. 'I'hu proper 
way was lo do to Ibe Indian ua we wuuld 
hnve tho Indiin do ii u-i. Tbo t.'oloiijsla 
Wero not ti bluma for the treatment ol the 
Indian, but Her Majesty's Government ;— 
tba poopio of Exoier Hall talk u great deal 
of nonsense about the Indian — but it wna 
mere lip woik ; people who hud not autii- 
i'i;ni lo live on could imi be expec'od to 
civiliaa t'lo Iniiiina. Me t lioo;;hl ihiy had 
done very well in allowing t'lCin to mis with 
them, wbicb was iho best way to improve 
India's. It was trqo tbut thu prohibition of 
ibe sale of liquor was Iho traditional policy 
of the lludfoii Bay Corappiiy, a. id Itial waa 
very capv wl'cii ib'y wcro aljuo in tbo 
country — bul ibu Company at home liad no 
idea of I he impoa«ibility of preventing the 
sale now. He tliout^hl Iho nlorio^ iid jat 
about Ibe poisonous characlur ol the liquor, 
and Ibe number of deaths in con8ei|ueiu-t>, 
wore oxoggeralcd. If we ollewod the f :- 
dions In buy good 1 qaor, we sbould serve 
two ends — wu should induce liie ludian to 
work, as it was only by that means ho could 
nbtiin tbn money to buy it, und we would 
increase Ibo revonuo — and so not only to do 
ibe Iiidiah, bul un a h'et<, a groat doal ol 
good. 

lion. Alston — Sn far from ropealiog the 
ptcsoni Act ha was under tbe impression 
that Iho Government should apply more 
nringont measures lo cnlurce ic. Ttio Law 
was not dead l)!t!r. liu waa informed by 
portoaa wt.o had oubooQcra on Iho coast, that 
if il Wus nol (or Ihu Indian Liquor Law t'lo 
trade would be destroyed.

Forineily thero was a largo class 
of vessels tbat used t) trade on the coast for 
Iho solo purprsj of baitiring whiskey for 
furs ; the law now ptevciita this kird al 
traliic, and cone but a small class ol vcskcIs 
can venture in the trade. Tbo Indiana novo." 
wero und never »iil bo fupplied witb any- 
thing but Iho Worst clasa ol liquor, and it 
waa all nonsense about the repeal of the 
law enabling them 10 obtain anything elte. 
He believed the law prevented a great deal 
ol evil.
